To the International Militery Tribunal: 


Following the presentation yesterday of the film 
"The Nazi Plan", Commander E, Ray Kellogg, USNR, directed my 
attention to an error which occurred in projecting the final 
reel of the film, within the sequence entitled "People's 
Court Trial Concerning Plot ef 20 July". 


By error the projectionist ran, instead of the 
proper sequence, a reel of exactly the same sequence but one 
which recently came into our library from Military Govern- 
ment, which is making a film on the July 20 trial for public 
exhibition in Germany. In that version they inserted, at the 
place Count v. Schwanefeld refers to murders, a brief shot of 
bodies lying on the ground. That shot is from the 
"Concentration Camp" film; it is not German film and was 
never pert of "The Nagi Plan", The Tribunal will note that 
the picture in queetion is not included in the “Description 
of All Sequences" attached to my affidavit, (Document Ne. 
5054-56) as Exhibit "B", 


I therefore respectfully ask the Tribunal to 
disregard the particular picture of bodies lying on the ground, 
in considering the film. g
